what you've been drinking as. you 
heave the bottle at tho umpire 01 
some other convenient target. 


Thing's are not always what they 


seem, and1 neither is pop. Take ade 
that's different. You might be able 
to find a little fruit juice some time 
in ade—orangeade, limeade, grape 
ade and ades like that—but not in 
pop. The Food Standards Committee 
of the Food and Drug Administra- 
tion of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture is trying to ar- 
range things so that makers of or 
dinary soda pop will not call their 
product ade, reserving the title to 
ades for those who put in 
some 


fruit juice. 


THEY DO USE THE PEEL 


It is true that some lime peel oil 


finds its way into lime soda, some 
orange peel oil into orange soda and 
some lemon peel oil into lemon soon, 
but none of the pulp or juice is used. 
And the committee is trying to write 
standard definitions for the various 
pops, so that there will never be any 
misunderstanding about It all. 


Maybe you didn't know that root 


beer, birch, beer and sarsaparilla are 
all made with the same flavor and 
that if you think there .s any dif 
ference it's because one of the three 
carries more or less flavor than an 
other. The flavor is oil of sassafras. 
Sarsaparilla is the extract of roots 
of certain South American plants, 
incidentally, and there isn't any of 
it in sarsaparilla any more than 
there Is in buttermilk. 


The committee has sent copies of 


its proposed definitions to food offi- 
cials, tho trade and others concerned, 
inviting 
comment.

HOOVER WANTS ACTION 


Some 23 or 24 senators signed a 


round robin asking President Hoover 
to refrain from calling a special session 
of the senate to act upon the London 
naval treaty and postpone considera- 
tion until next fall. The president flatly 
declined to recognize the petition and 
announced that he would go ahead 
with his plans for the extra session. 
The round robin was headed by Hiram 
Johnson, Robinson of Indiana, and 
some more of the irreconcilables. 
In 


this difference the president is wholly 
right and senators wholly wrong. They 
have frittered away a year and a half 
practically doing nothing. The Lon- 
don treaty was laid before them many 
weeks ago. 
They have consumed 


months of useless,and puerile debate 
over prohibition, the tariff and what- 
not. 


The London naval treaty is today 


the most important business not only 
before the United States but the entire 
world. There is every reason why it 
should be acted upon with expedition 
and no reason why it should be de- 
layed. Hearings have been held by the 
senate and all of the information put 
before that body requisite to intelli- 
gent action. Moreover, it is one of the 
cardinal policies of the Hoover admin- 
istration, and the president is entitled 
to have it given that consideration 
which its supreme importance recom- 
mend*.

country will admire Mr. Hoover for in- 
sisting upon prompt and early disposi- 
tion of the London treaty. Nearly ev- 
eryone will say that the senate is get- 
ting just what it deserves. 


VETERANS' PENSION BILL 
The World 
war Veterans' bill de- 


nounced by the president and passed by 
the house will not become a law. 
Mr. Hoover will veto it and the house 
will support him in the veto. This has 
been definitely assured by pledges of 
more than the requisite one-third of 
house membership. 


The merits of the veterans' bill are 


involved. Some of its details are intri- 
cate and far-reaching in their conse- 
quences. No unprejudiced person, how- 
ever, could read the president's state- 
ment on the measure without being 
convinced that his criticisms of it are 
serious and in 
all probability valid. 


Congress is not overly careful in scru- 
tinizing legislation designed to gain 
the favor of large numbers of persons, 
particularly when it comes to pensions 
which from the political standpoint 
often 
amount to merely spending 


money in exchange for votes. 
It is 


weary Avith its long sitting and is 
anxious to clean up the remaining 
business and adjourn. 


These facts may account for the 


overwhelming support of the bill given 
by the senate and the perfunctory 
approval by the house. It ought to be 
possible to frame a bill for the World 
war veterans adequately and justly 
meeting all of their claims upon the 
government for assistance, protection 
and recognition of their services, with- 
out incorporating in it features mani- 
festly bad and which may lead to a per- 
version of the real purposes and intent 
of the legislation. Also, it is important 
that the country be spared a repetition 
of the sordid history of Civil war pen- 
sion legislation of which this act might 
possibly be a forerunner. 


Mr. Hoover insists that the bill goes 


far beyond the requests of the Amer- 
ican Legion and other veterans' orga- 
nizations; that in practice it would in- 
jure the veterans own best interests; 
that in principle it is 
basically un- 


sound. The probability is the presi- 
dent's analysis is far less political than 
that of congress. His position is reas- 
suring. There is no reason for forcing 
this legislation through congress on 
the eve of fall elections. The president, 
therefore, we feel is to be commended 
for his notice of veto. 


WHITE SUPREMACY 


THREATENED 


There is considerable truth in the 


obstacles named in the report of the 
Simon commission which has studied 
the possibilities of granting self-gov- 
ernment to India at the present time. 
It is true that India's 300,000,000 popu- 
lation is divided by castes and religious 
difference, making cooperation virtual- 
ly impossible without a long period of 
education of the masses and the devel- 
opment of a national spirit. Without 
the British, India would have no mil- 
itary force to preserve order and home 
rule. 


On the other hand, there remains the 


ironic fact that the British government 
presumes to patronize and look after a 
vast populace whom it regards as in- 
competent to govern itself, in spite of 
the fact India was a civilized nation 
when Britons were still living in caves. 
The white races of the world entertain 
notions of superiority over the dark- 
skinned races which may or may not 
be true. Somehow the former groups 
have got the upper hand physically 
and materially. The others are in the 
position of being unable to assert their 
rights without permission of the 
op- 


pressors or benefactors, as the case 
may be. 


Logic, economics, politics, and the 


social adjustments of the 
Western 


world seem to 
favor the "superior" 


groups, but there are moments when a 
philosopher or student of human his- 
tory wonders whether it will be so for 
long. If it should turn out in the great 
scheme of things that the white races 
were not, after all, created to rule the 
world, there would be a rather tremen- 
dous cosmic joke on us.

Washington— Almost aa familiar 


I aa ths Washington 
monument to 


visitors—ani certa'nly more aggra- 
vating—are the little circular parks 
in the capita! located at 
various 


points where streets Intersect. 


Designed by I/Enfant, the French 


architect who laid out the city of 
Washington, these circles were to 
have been points of vantage where 
troops could be amassed quickly in 
times of emergency. 


Marked for such & purpose, they 


were named for the nation's military 
leaders. Thus Scott circle was named 
for Gen. Winfleld Scott, Washington 
circle for George Washington, Sheri- 
dan 
circle for General 
Sheridan, 


Thomas circle for General Thomas 
and so on. 


Statues of each of these soldiers 


were placed in the center of the 
circle bearing his name. 


IOWA CIRCLE 


But somehow the state of Iowa 


tagged one of the most important 
of these circles with Its name. In 
the center of Iowa circle stands the 
statue of Gen. John B. Logan. 


Repeated efforts have been made 


for years to have Iowa circle re- 
moved from the map of the District 
of Columbia and have placed in its 
stead Logan circle. Several weeks 
ago congress gave its approval, but 
a few days later, when the bill was 
brought back to the house on a 
technicality, that body changed its 
mind. 


And the bill was lost because there 


was some question as to whether it 
was the proper thing to do, since it 
was first named Iowa. 


Senator Allison of Iowa is credited 


with getting the circle named for 
his state. This was before the status 
of General Logan was erected there. 


Cyrenus Cole of 
Cedar Rapids, 


who is regarded as something of a 
wizard on his state's history, was 
reluctant to see the work of his fel- 
low lowan go for naught. 


"The name shouldn't be changed 


unless Iowa be given a namesake 
just as good," he said. "I demand 
some compensating- honor." 


CHANGE MUST WAIT 


To the amusment of his colleagues 


he told how It was planned at first 
to erect in the circle a statue of Gen. 
Grenville Dodge of Iowa, but that 
Dodge lived too long. 


"He didn't die in time," Cole said 


frankly, "so he couldn't be given,' 
that honor." 


One of the reasons advanced1 for 


changing the name to Logan is that 
the general was closely associated 
with Iowa soldiers during the Civil 
war. And so convinced were the Lo- 
ganites that they had won their 
fight that they almost had concluded 
arrangements for elaborate ceremo- 
nies to mark the change. 


But in the words of Cyrenus Cole,

Real wages, of course, rose as

The decisions not to cut 


wages proved somewhat surprising, 
although not all employers concur In 
this view by any means. 
The ad- 


vance in real wages is helping to 
compensate for lack of employment 
but Is not counter-balancing it. La- 
bor leaders point out, in arguing 
agalnet dollar reductions, that real 
wages are only higher when they 
are spent, not when they are saved. 


There have been rumors in some 


quarters that organized workers al- 
ready were giving secret concessions 
to employers. This Idea is scouted 
by labor leaders and employers alike. 
Both say that they do not do busi- 
ness that way and that any chance 
they might take in Belying on such 
an arrangement would be greater 
than the Jobs were worth. 


The public utility concerns are em- 


ploying additional men and not only 
ar* turning them Into employes but 
Into Investors. The investment fac- 
tor Is becoming a large ona in labor 
and wagt scales. 
Employers take 


the stand now that not only should 
workers have enough to spend, but 
that they should have something to 
invest. 


PROJECTS PLANNED 


The utilities have projects in view 


and under way which will require 
many millions in new capital. Their 
present policy Is to go to the general 
public for it rather than to the bank- 
ers. They are turning to their own 
employes, who are thoroughly fam- 
iliar with the business. 
For this 


reason many corporations are issuing 
stocks in sm'aller units of dollar val- 
ue so as to overlook no income as 
an Investment spring, no matter how 
small that income may be. It was 
for this reason that the Baltimore & 
Ohio railroad asked permission to 
reduce the par value of its shares 
to $25.

Rest Of Europe Wonders 


What Army, Navy Bosses 
Are Up To 


BY MILTON BRONXEB 


London—What are the bosses of 


the Germany army and navy up to' 


Under cover of apparently ordi- 


nary estimates, are they providing 
the money 
for military 
surprises 


which may some day rock Europe, 
even 
though the Treaty of Ver- 


sailles Bought to tie Germany hand 
and foot by limiting Its army and 
navy so It 
could never 
endanger 


world peace again? 


These are some of the questions 


that are being1 asked today by Euro- 
pean cabinets which are in rather 
anxious communication with their 
attaches in Berlin, For the army 
and navy budget estimates recently 
submitted to the German Reichstag 
have achieved the remarkable effect 
of at the same time arousing- the 
violent opposition of German repub- 
licans and the 
deep distrust of 


French reactionaiies. Which Is a 
record, 
especially 
after Germany 


has assumed all its obligations under 
the Toung plan for payment of war 
reparations and France, in turn, has 
set in 
motion machinery 
for the 


withdrawal of all her troops of oc- 
cupation in the German Rhmeland. 


RISING COST OF NAVY 


The 
German opposition in the 


Reichstag 
and in the 
republican 


newspapers is based mainly on the 
grounds of economy. Those who are 
analyzing 
the 
budget view 
with 


alarm a constantly rising sum spent 
on the army and navy. The French 
reactionaries, who always have been 
opposed to •uithdrawing their armies 
from the Rhine, see something sinis- 
ter in the big amounts proposed to 
be spent. They are worried by the 
fact that the budgets for these pur- 
poses have steadily risen ever since 
1925, when the Inter-Allied Commis- 
sion of Control war disbanded. This 
commission had as one of its main 
jobs to see to it that Germany was 
disarmed within the meaning of the 
Treaty of Versailles and to discover 
any hidden stores of amunitions, as 
well as to see that plants for the 
manufacture of arms forbidden by 
the treaty were con\erted 
into 


peace-time plants. 


The 
French 
conclusion 
drawn 


from these ever-mounting budgets 
Is that Germany is manufacturing 
and 
storing war 
material, 
or is 


covertly subsidizing industries for 
the manufacture of war material. 
It is also suspected that by arrange- 
ment with Russia, plants are being 
installed there where munitions, poi- 
son gases, machine guns, artillery 
and airplanes can be manufactured. 


Certainly there has been no dearth 


of criticism nearer home. The great- 
est newspaper in Germany, the dem- 
ocratic Berliner Tageblatt, has been 
devoting extensive articles to dis- 
section of the 
budget. The facts 


pointed out are hard for the army 
and navy officers to explain. For 
the current year the estimate for 
army and navy combined was 7SS,- 
000,000 marks, an increase of BOO,- 
000,000 over last year. This is at a 
time when Germany needs all the 
money she can get to meet her war 
reparation obligations, to conduct 
the 
government at home and to 


lower the heavy burden of taxes 


FRENCH ARE SUSPICIOUS 


Germany's army Is limited to a 


ReichsWehr 
of 100,000 
men who 


volunteer for service for 2. long term 
of years. The estimated cost for this 
little army for the year 1930 is put 
down at 515,000,000 marks. In 1013, 
when all Europe was nervous and 
heading for the World War, and 
when Germany had 500,000 men in 
the army, the cost was only 750,000,- 
000 marks. 


It cost Germany 603,000,000 marks 


in 1913 to equip its big war machine, 
the mightiest in the world. Today, 
in time of peace, it costs Germany 
the huge sum of 288,000,000 marks 
to equip an army of 100,000. This 
figures out 1200 marks per man in 
1913 and 2880 per man in 1930. Even 
allowing for the increased cost of 
things, Germans exclaim this is a 
striking figure. 


In 1913, Germany spent 65,700,000 


marks for arms and munitions. This 
year it is estimated they will cost 
95,000,000, and last year the cost was 
nearly as great. This is one of the 
items in the budget which makes 
th« French onlookers think there is 
something fishy about it. A similar 
case in point is the sum of 21,300,000 
marks estimated for the mainten- 
ance of weapons. The much bigger 
army of 1913, with its unlimited 
machine guns compared with 1926 
pieces allowed now, cost 2,200,000 
marks.
